A Synopsis of Current Events in Public Finance

IRS to Survey State and Local Bond Issuer Practices
The Internal Revenue Service (IRS) will send out question-
naires to between 200 and 500 state and local government
bond issuers this summer. The surveys, similar to those sent to
charitable organizations last year, inquire about post-issuance
bond compliance and record retention practices.

Specifically, the survey will request: arbitrage calculations, re-
cord retention procedures, investment records, documentation
(such as, copies of contracts for construction and purchases)
indicating timely spending of bond proceeds and their proper
use, and information about any private activity in the project.
In addition, the survey will inquire if an issuer has written
procedures in place for post-issuance compliance and when
those procedures were implemented.

The IRS had a high response rate to the surveys sent to charita-
ble organizations last year, with only 203 responses out of 207
surveys sent. The IRS may take enforcement action against
the charities that did not respond. Additional information on
the IRS survey can be found in The Bond Buyer website (a
subscription service).

GASB Releases Derivative Reporting Standards

The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is-
sued GASB Statement No. 53, Accounting and Financial
Reporting for Derivative Instruments designed to help im-
prove the annual financial statement reporting of derivative
instruments by state and local governments.® This statement
is intended to bring additional transparency to these transac-
tions, by requiring issuers to detail risks associated with the
derivative.

To comply with this standard, governments will value most
derivative instruments at fair value in their financial state-
ments when prepared using the economic resources measure-
ment focus and the accrual basis of accounting.

Statement No. 53 provides specific criteria for governments
to use when determining whether a derivative instrument re-
sults in an effective hedge. It also requires a summary of the
government’s derivative instrument activity, its objectives
for entering into derivative instruments, and their significant
terms and risks.

While GASB encourages early application of this guidance, the
statement becomes effective for financial statements reporting
periods beginning after June 15, 2009. Additional information
on GASB Statement No. 53, including a question and answer
document, fact sheet, and plain language article, is available
online at www.gasb.org.

Proposal to Remove Rating Organizations from
SEC Rules

In response to recent events in the credit markets, the Secu-
rities and Exchange Commission (SEC) released a third set
of proposed rating agency rules.?2 According to the SEC, the
proposed rule changes would reduce reliance on credit agency
ratings, with the objective of having investors make an inde-
pendent judgment with regard to credit risks.

In an effort to limit the influence of credit rating agencies and
assist analysts at investment firms, the SEC proposes elimi-
nating references to “nationally recognized statistical rating
organizations” from 38 of its rules, including the portion of
Rule 2a-7 on money market funds that requires these funds to
hold debt rated “AA” or higher. During a meeting of the SEC,
the chairman said that, “the official recognition of credit rat-
ings for a variety of securities regulatory purposes may have
played arole [in] investors over-reliance on credit rating agen-
cies.”

Consistent with these recommendations, the SEC has consid-
ered whether the inclusion of requirements related to ratings
in its rules and forms has, in effect, placed an “official seal of
approval” on ratings that could adversely affect the quality of
due diligence and investment analysis.

The SEC will accept public comment on the proposed rule
changes until September 5, 2008. Additional information on
the latest proposal from the SEC can be accessed online at
WWW.SEC.QOV.

State Treasurer’s Program Encourages
Zero-Emission Vehicle Manufacturing in California
The California Alternative Energy and Advanced Transpor-
tation Financing Authority (CAEATFA) adopted a policy to
offer financial incentives for the manufacturing of zero-emis-
sion vehicles (ZEVs) in California. The new policy, qualifying
ZEV manufacturers for sales tax exemptions for the purchase
of equipment, was instrumental in Tesla Motors, Inc.’s recent
decision to manufacture its second-generation electric car in
California.

Under current law, CAEATFA can be exempt from paying
sales tax on equipment used to manufacture advanced trans-
portation products so long as all program statutory criteria are
satisfied.® With its new policy, CAEATFA will pass this tax ex-
emption to qualifying ZEV manufacturers under “sales-lease-
back’ agreements. Under a sales-lease-back agreement a ZEV
manufacturer applies to CAEATFA for project approval. Once
approved, CAEATFA purchases the equipment and finances
the purchase by taking out a loan or selling bonds. CAEATFA
does not pay sales tax on this transaction. The manufacturer
makes lease payments to CAEATFA for the use of the equip-

The GO bond proposals identified how the proceeds of each issuance could be used. Based on the proposed use of the proceeds, CDI-
AC grouped the 36 measures into five broad categories. By far, the category with the greatest number of measures included proposals
to finance facilities for kindergarten through grade 12 (K-12) education. Other categories would have authorized bonds for financing
facilities associated with community colleges, recreation, firefighting, and hospitals. Figure 3 presents the approval rates of the local
government GO bond measures by purpose, as described below.

K-12 Education Facilities. Voters considered 31 GO bond measures for K-12 education facilities and approved 24. They approved
issuances ranging in value from $715,000 to $378 million. Under the provisions of Proposition 39 (2000), these bond measures could
be approved with 55 percent of the voters, rather than a two-thirds vote. Voters approved 10 bond measures with a margin in excess
of 55 percent, but less than 67 percent.

Community College Facilities. Two GO bond measures proposed financing for community college facilities. Voters approved both
measures.

Recreation Facilities. One GO bond measure appeared on the ballot for recreation facility purposes. This measure, which required
two-thirds voter approval, received 75.7 percent of the vote. The funds from the approved measure ($4.87 million) will be used to
finance a gymnasium, a weight room, a kitchen, meeting rooms, a offices, a softball field, a soccer field, and a swimming pool.

Firefighting Facilities. One measure proposed authorizing $10 million in GO bond issuance for the purposes of replacing aging struc-
tures and modernizing major equipment. This measure failed.

Hospital Facilities. One measure would have authorized up to $11.5 million in GO bonds whose proceeds would be used to retrofit
hospital facilities for seismic repairs. The measure failed.

Local Government Tax Measures

Local governments placed 41 tax measures on the June 2008 Primary Election ballot, which is 18 (78.3 percent) more than the 23
tax measures that appeared on the February 2008 Primary Election ballot. Twenty-eight (68.3 percent) of the local government tax
measures would have authorized special taxes, and required approval by two-thirds of the voters. Thirteen of the measures would have
authorized a general tax. General taxes require approval with a simple majority. Overall, as displayed in Figure 4, voters approved 26
(63.4 percent) of the measures.

The local government tax measures can be grouped into five categories by purpose: general government, K-12 education, public health
and safety, capital improvements, and miscellaneous. Figure 5 and the following descriptions summarize the election results of the
tax measure results by purpose.

General Government. Voters considered 13 general government tax measures. Five of the measures proposed levying utility users’
taxes (UUTS), five transactions and use taxes (TUTSs), two transient occupancy taxes (TOTSs), and one a parcel tax. All but one of these
measures required simple majority approval. Voters approved 11 general government measures.

K-12 Education. Thirteen measures proposed levying a special tax for K-12 education purposes. Voters approved seven of the mea-
sures.

Public Health and Safety. Four public health and safety tax measures appeared on the ballot. Voters approved two of the measures.
One finances fire protection while the other finances emergency medical services.

Capital Improvements. Voters considered two special tax levies, one for street improvements and the other for street lighting. They
approved the tax for street improvements. The street lighting measure failed.

Miscellaneous. Voters considered nine, and approved five, miscellaneous special tax measures. The proceeds from the approved levies
will be used for parks and public libraries.

ment, and CAEATFA uses these payments to repay the bonds
or loan. The manufacturer has the option to purchase the equip-
ment outright. If it does, the manufacturer realizes the sales tax
exemption, saving approximately seven percent to nine percent
on the purchase price.*

According to the Treasurer’s Office, the tax incentive policy
approved by CAEATFA covers several ZEV technologies, and
any qualifying ZEV manufacturer can apply.® Tesla intends to

use CAEATFA to finance the purchase of equipment to build
the Model S, its five-passenger electric car, in the Bay Area.

CAEATFA, chaired by the State Treasurer, finances transpor-
tation technologies that conserve energy, reduce air pollution,
and promote economic development and jobs. It also finances
facilities that use new and alternative energy sources and tech-
nologies.
